prisonment in the Castle of San Juan de Ulloa. 
Four other officers were sentenced to be shot, 
and the sentence was ~arried into effect. Two 
bundred and ninety revolvers were foand con- 
cealed in the city of Matamoras by General 
Mijia’s detec ‘ives. 

Quite a number of officers are in prison on 
suspicion of being engaged in the conspiracy. 

Gen. Cortinas had another engagement 
with Col. Canales, apd in the fight mortally 
wounded Canales, who has since died. 

Trade is very brisk in Matamoras. Desert 
ers continue to leave Gen. Slanghter’s com- 
mand st Brownsville. A deserter informed 
as that about four weeks ago they numbered 
over one hundred men, and the day he left 
only forty remained, the balance having all 
desert 


ed.
